Independent claims 1, 7, and 8 has been amended from the previous "wherein the at least one power splitter selectively connects at least 
one matched load to the antenna" to "the power splitter connects at least one matched load to the antenna"; that is the selectivity of the 
power splitter is removed in the amended claims. By removing the selectivity of the power splitter, it changes the scope of the claims. 
Actually, the selectivity of the power splitter is the only limitation that the examiner can not find in prior art, therefore, there is no art rejection 
in the final office action. However, the 892 form of the final office action, the examiner cited a reference, Neagley et al. (US 2002/0128052 
A1 ) that disclose a very similar feature of the claimed power splitter without the selectivity. Therefore, the amended claim changes the 
scope of the claims and require further consideration. 
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
